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The ‘‘landmark hunter’’ comes to Boston for BSA lecture 


“‘With Carolyn Pitts, there are no grays, 
no in-betweens when it comes to archi- 
tecture,’’ notes a recent profile of archi- 
tectural historian Carolyn Pitts. And Pitts 
brings her strong architectural instincts 
and irreverence for bureaucratic obstacles 
to Boston for the BSA Lecture Series on 
December 17. 


Pitts is the National Park Service’s ‘‘land- 
mark hunter’’ and a writer/lecturer/ 
teacher with a sharp eye for architectural 
gems. In her BSA slide-lecture this month, 
Pitts will describe the Federal Landmarks 
Program, the selection system and the 
rationale for the program. 


Among the sites Pitts has had designated 
National Historic Landmarks are the 
Boston Public Library, the Empire State 
Building, the Bayard-Condict Building 
(left) in New York City, Frank Lloyd 
Wright’s Fallingwater and a broad range 
of lesser-known buildings she has saved 
from demolition.

Foundation grants aid nine public education projects 


Television film projects, preservation 
education in Salem and architectural 
walking tours for schoolchildren in Dor- 
chester are among the activities that will 
benefit from nine grants made in October 
by the new Boston Foundation for 
Architecture. 


‘The Foundation is still quite young and 
the funds available for grants quite 
limited,’’ noted Foundation chairman 
Graham Gund FAIA, ‘‘but we believe we 
have been able to provide valuable 
assistance at crucial times to this year’s 
grantees.”’ 


Filmmaker Bob Nesson agrees. While the 
$2,500 grant he received to support a film 
project on ‘‘livable cities’’ is a very small 
amount of money in relation to the pro- 
jected costs of the film series, Nesson 
notes that the timing of the grant and the 
leverage it provides will mean the project 
will finally get under way. 


‘*We received many requests for 
support,’’ Gund said, ‘‘and every serious 
request was considered by the Board of 
Trustees. We found merit in virtually 
every proposal and regretted our inability 
to respond positively to more organiza- 
tions.’’ 


The Trustees distributed $10,500 in in- 
come generated from the investment of 
contributions in 1986 and from a special 
$5,000 gift from Shepley Bulfinch 
Richardson & Abbott.

Philip Johnson’s legal legacy is assessed 


This article is one in a series of articles 
prepared by the BSA’s Professional Prac- 
tice Committee chaired by Charles Heuer 
AIA, Esq. This month’s article was sub- 
mitted by Gadsby & Hannah attorney 
Stanley Martin, who is co-chair of the 
BSA/MSAA Legislative Affairs Com- 
mittee. 


This past summer in Boston was marked 
by the culmination of litigation concern- 
ing International Place and New England 
Life — two Philip Johnson/John Burgee 
projects. The court decisions — whether 
or not one agrees with the outcomes — 
will have an impact on review and ap- 
proval of future projects in Boston. 


The first case, brought by the Boston 
Preservation Alliance (BPA), concerned 
International Place. The BPA argued that 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA) was subject to the Massachusetts 
Environmental Protection Act (MEPA) 
and had to prepare an environmental im- 
pact report addressing all of the signifi- 
cant impacts of the development. The 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court did 
not agree. It held that when the BRA is 
acting as a municipal planning board, it is 
not subject to MEPA. Furthermore, the 
Court ruled, the Secretary of Environmen- 
tal Affairs has the discretion to determine 
whether the BRA is performing ‘‘redevel-

opment functions’’ subject to MEPA or 
whether it is performing ‘‘planning board 
functions’’ not subject to MEPA. The 
Court determined in this case that En- 
vironment Affairs Secretary James 
Hoyte’s determination that the BRA was 
wearing its planning board hat was 
substantiated. The lessons: the Secretary 
of Environmental Affairs is vested with a 
great deal of discretion; and the BRA may 
not be required to complete a full en- 
vironmental impact analysis if it could be 
reasonably determined that the BRA is 
performing a planning board function. 


The second case was brought by the Con- 
servation Law Foundation over the New 
England Life project. The dispute was 
between the State’s Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
and the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion. The principal issue was whether 
DEQE was required, during its permit 
review, to review and mitigate adverse 
effects of the entire development. The 
Massachusetts Appeals Court held that 
DEQE only had to review the effects of 
the activities under consideration for a 
permit. Therefore, DEQE’s scope of 
review was limited to the potential effects 
of the construction of sewer lines. The 
Court further determined that Section 27C 
of the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion Act (the section under dispute) was

intended simply to provide a structure for 
“‘consultation’’ that was limited in scope. 
DEQE or other state permitting agencies 
are not therefore required to expand the 
scope of their reviews to determine 
whether the project affects any historic 
properties. The lesson: court actions to 
open up the scope of permit review by 
agencies farther down the chain of project 
review are not likely to be successful. 


Ironically, although the Court’s decision 
limited in some circumstances the scope of 
environmental assessment necessary, the 
parties on either side of the recent litiga- 
tion appear to agree on one (if only one) 
item: namely, that the BRA is beginning 
to review projects more closely with 
regard to environmental impact and the 
necessary scope of assessment. Perhaps 
that is the most significant outcome that 
could be expected from these cases, which 
were really brought too late to derail the 
development. Those monitoring develop- 
ment in the Boston area should keep in 
mind that the full scope of review will re- 
main with the BRA, if it is to be exer- 
cised, and the Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs retains a lot of discretion in deter- 
mining whether the BRA is under the 
MEPA regulations in each circumstance. 
Finally, agency assessment of impact upon 
historical structures is limited to the activ- 
ity for which a permit is sought.

Much has been written recently about the 
beauty, and significance to the people of 
Boston, of the Immaculate Conception Church. 
The unfortunate destruction of parts of the in- 
terior of the building is regrettable if not 
outright cultural negligence. However, that 
damage is done and, according to Jim Alex- 
ander of the Landmarks Commission, is 
reparable. There is probably no one in the 
community who consciously wants to see that 
beautiful ‘‘upper church’’ destroyed. 


But there remains a real dilemma. The Jesuits 
in South Boston are apparently property poor, 
and their solution to date has been to convert 
the Church to other uses and thereby free 
themselves to dispose of some of the rest of 
their real estate. I suggest that if the building 
truly belongs to all the people, then it is our 
collective responsibility to work toward an 
equitable and reasonable solution which allows 
for the preservation of the Church (inside and 
outside), including its magnificent organ, and 
at the same time allows the Jesuit community 
the financial latitude which will permit its con- 
tinued presence and ministry in the South End.
